Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6, 8, 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fink 
et al (US 5,010,885). Fink et al disclose a method of analyzing organic medium within a 
noisy structure with an ultrasonic signal by a number of transducers (Col 1 Line 5-20) 
and focused at a given depth in order to obtain an image of that depth after reception of 
the responses from the medium (Fig 6a, Col 9 Line 40-Col 10 Line 65, Col 8 Line 5-36), 
constructing a response matrix which is the response of the medium received by the 
transducer following an excitation (Col 1 Line 5-20, Col 9 Line 10 - Col 10 Line 65), 
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breaking down that matrix into singular values and using those vectors/values to locate 
zones where a defect might be in the medium (Col 9 Line 3-40, Col 1 Line 20-40), the 
use of multiple frequencies for acquisition of responses from the medium (Col 10 Line 
20-65), and finally performing that process at a multiple depths to accurately acquire an 
image of the medium including defects that could possibly be present (Col 9 Line 40-Col 
10 Line 15).
